Chairman,  Ladies 


and  Gentlemen, 


I have  the  honour  to  present  my  first  Annual  Report  as  your 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  in  succession  to  Ur.  John  F.  Macdonald 
who  terminated  his  service  with  you  on  the  28th  February,  1954! 
after  serving  you  as  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  40  years! 

The  health  of  your  Area  has  remained  satisfactory.  This 
is  in  a large  part  due  to  the  vigorous  health  and  housing  pro- 
grammes carried  out  by  your  Council  during  the  last  few  decades. 
Your  Area  is  a large  one  lying  across  many  busy  arterial  roads 
and  surrounding  the  rapidly  growing  industrial-  city  of  Chelms- 
ford. It  is,  therefore,  particidarly  vulnerable  to  infections  intro- 
duced from  without  but,  as  a general  ride,  such  infections  have 
been  kept  under  control.  An  exception  to  this  is  the  illness  of 
Infective  Hepatitis.  This  disease  has  proved  difficult  to  deal 
with  because  of  the  long  incubation  period  (up  to  six  weeks) 
which  makes  the  tracing  of  contacts  difficult,  moreover,  its  exact 
mode  of  spread  is  uncertain.  It  appears  clear,  however,  that 
only  the  highest  standards  of  cleanliness  will  prevent  its  spread. 
Such  conditions  unfortunately  do  not  exist  in  many  of  our  rural 
schools  and  I hope  that  the  Council  will  continue  its  policy  of 
bringing  to  the  notice  of  the  school  authorities  cases  where  it 
feels  school  sanitation  could  be  improved.  In  addition,  increased 
training  by  parents  will  do  much  to  reduce  the  risk  of  infection. 
Such  precautions  would  also  be  of  great  value  in  reducing  the 
spread  of  dysentery  and  infantile  paralysis  (poliomyelitis). 

Your  crude  Death  Rate  for  the  year  was  11.4  per  thousand 
of  the  population.  This  when  corrected  for  age  and  sex,  was 
10  per  thousand  of  the  population,  a lower  figure  than  the  rate 
for  England  & Wales  which  was  11.3  during  the  same  period. 

The  crude  Birth  Rate  was  15.1  per  thousand  live  births 
which,  when  corrected  for  age  and  sex,  was  15.5  per  thousand. 
This  compares  with  a figure  of  15.2  for  England  & Wales. 

It  will  thus  be  seen  that  our  Birth  Rate  was  higher  than  the 
rate  for  the  rest  of  the  Country  and  our  Death  Rate  lower.  I is 
is  extremely  satisfactory  from  a public  health  point  ol  view. 
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Much  of  the  health  work  in  our  area  is  carried  out  by  the 
Essex  County  Council  but  part  of  the  care  of  old  people  and  their 
housing  problems  is  the  responsibility  of  your  Council  and  this 
work  is  occupying  an  increasing  amount  of  my  time.  There 
appear  to  be  so  many  different  Departments  interested  in  these 
social  problems  that  some  more  positive  integration  of  service 
is  highly  desirable.  At  present,  often  so  many  officials  visit  one 
house  that  the  old  person  becomes  frightened.  This  could  be 
avoided  and  much  money  saved  if  regular  conferences  of  the 
interested  officials  took  place  to  decide  on  a common  course  of 
action. 

During  the  year  I have  enjoyed  the  valuable  help,  advice 
and  friendship  of  my  predecessor,  Dr.  Macdonald,  and  I have 
found  your  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector,  Mr.  Denton  Ogden,  his 
Deputy,  Mr.  Bartrop,  and  all  the  Members  of  his  Department 
willing  to  give  me  their  help  whenever  it  is  needed. 

In  conclusion  I would  like  to  thank  Members,  not  only  for 
their  patience  in  listening  to  my  reports  but  for  the  unstinted  help 
they  have  given  me  by  way  of  information  and  advice.  I think 
no  Medical  Officer  could  wish  for  a better  employer  than  your 
Council.

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PREVALENCE  AND  CONTROL  OF  INFECTIOUS 
DISEASES  GENERALLY 


During  the  year,  246  cases  of  infectious  diseases  (exclusive 
of  Tuberculosis)  were  notified  compared  with  1,361  during  1953. 

This  is  the  ninth  year  in  which  there  has  been  no  case  of 
diphtheria  notified  and  the  sixteenth  without  a fatal  case.  The 
percentage  of  children  being  immunised  against  diphtheria  is, 
however,  at  an  unsatisfactory  low  level. 

There  was  one  outbreak  of  food  poisoning  thought  to  be 
due  to  tinned  peas. 

There  has  been  a widespread  epidemic  of  Infective  Hepatitis 
(Jaundice)  which  proved  exceedingly  difficult  to  control  and  for 
which  the  notifications  were  probably  incomplete. 


The  type  of  scarlet  fever  has  again  been  mild. 


No  cases  of  acute  poliomyelitis  (infantile  paralysis)  were 
notified.

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WATER  SUPPLY 

A constant  piped  water  supply  is  provided  from  the  mains 
of  the  Council  and  of  the  Southend  Waterworks  Company  (these 
are  in  the  statutory  area  of  the  Company  which  includes  the 
parish  of  Mountnessing  and  part  of  the  parish  of  South 
Hanningfield).  There  are  also  two  small  private  supplies  in  the 
parishes  of  Boreham  and  Great  and  Little  Leighs.  A few  houses 
in  various  parishes  are  supplied  from  the  mains  of  neighbouring 
water  authorities. 

The  water  from  the  Council’s  mains  is  purchased  under 
statutory  authority  from  the  South  Essex  Waterworks  Company. 
The  supply  is  by  gravitation  from  the  reservoir  at  Danbury  and 
from  the  trunk  mains  of  the  Company.  At  three  points — Dan- 
bury, Ingatestone  and  Stock — there  are  electric  automatic  boost- 
ing plants  to  provide  a supply  to  the  high  levels  in  these  local- 
ities. 


At  the  31st  March,  1955,  the  Water  Engineer  was  able  to 
report  to  the  Drainage  and  Water  Committee  that  of  the  12,104 
houses  in  the  Council’s  area  of  supply  11,841  houses  (97*8  per 
cent.)  were  on  route  of  mains  and  11,653  houses  (96-2  per  cent.) 
were  provided  with  supply  from  the  mains. 

In  the  statutory  area  of  the  Southend  Waterworks  Com- 
pany there  are  679  houses  and  of  these  the  Company  provide 
water  supply  to  611  houses. 

When  mains  extensions  in  progress  are  completed,  the 
number  of  houses  in  the  District  without  a piped  water  supply 
available  will  be  reduced  to  205. 

Eighteen  houses  outside  the  District  are  supplied  from  the 
Council’s  mains  (Borough  of  Chelmsford,  4 ; Rural  Districts  of 
Braintree,  6 ; Dunmow,  2 ; Maldon,  3 ; and  Urban  District  of 
Basildon,  3.)  In  addition,  bulk  supply  is  provided  for  the  Rural 
District  of  Braintree  at  three  points — at  Ranks  Green  and  Fuller 
Street  in  the  parish  of  Great  and  Little  Leighs  and  at  Damases 
Lane  in  the  parish  of  Boreham. 

Connections  with  the  mains  of  neighbouring  water  author- 
ities have  been  made  at  Main  Road,  Broomfield,  and  near  ‘ Run- 
ning Mare,’  Galleywood,  Great  Baddow  (to  the  Chelmsford  Bor- 
ough mains)  and  at  Ingatestone/Mountnessing  and  Runwell/ 
Wickford  boundaries  and  at  Woodham  Ferrers  (to  the  mains  of 
the  Southend  Waterworks  Company). 
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During  1949  a few  householders  complained  of  the  dis- 
colouration of  the  water  from  the  Council’s  mains.  The  South 
Essex  Waterworks  Company  carried  out  treatment  with  lime 
at  their  works  and  no  further  complaints  were  received 

During  1950,  the  Hanningfield  Water  Order,  1950,  was  con- 
firmed. It  operates  as  from  1st  March,  1951.  The  Order  gives 
authority  to  the  Southend  and  South  Essex  Waterworks  Com- 
panies to  provide  a reservoir  in  South  and  West  Hanningfield 
parishes.  The  area  purchased  by  the  two  Companies  is 
approximately  1,400  acres,  of  which  960  acres  will  be  flooded. 
They  are  authorised  to  extract  water,  not  exceeding  43  million 
gallons  in  any  period  of  14  days,  from  the  Chelmer  and  Black- 
water  Rivers.  The  Order  also  authorises  the  Chelmsford  Rural 
District  Council  to  make  application  for  water  reservation. 

The  reservoir  will  submerge  19  dwellings  (South  Hanning- 
field, 12  ; West  Hanningfield,  7).  In  addition,  in  the  area  to 
be  acquired,  9 dwellings  (South  Hanningfield)  may  have  to  be 
destroyed  and  probably  8 will  remain  intact.  The  capacity  of  the 
reservoir  will  be  six  thousand  million  gallons.  During  1954,  the 
construction  of  the  works  was  well  advanced.

Sewers  are  provided  in  the  more  populous  areas  of  the  fol- 
lowing Parishes  : — 

Great  Baddow,  Broomfield,  Ingatestone  and  Fryerning, 
Mountnessing,  Runwell,  South  Hanningfield  (Ramsden 
Heath  Area),  Great  Waltham  (Village  area)  Little 
Waltham  and  Writtle. 

The  Great  and  Little  Waltham  sewers  were  completed  during 
1950.  Of  the  remaining  areas  the  position  is  as  follows 

A scheme  has  been  prepared  for  the  Galleywood  and  Great 
Baddow  Area,  which  has  been  approved.  A combined  scheme 
for  the  Parishes  of  Little  Baddow,  Boreham,  Danbury  and  Spring- 
field  is  in  course  of  preparation. 

Ingatestone  and  Fryerning,  Margaretting,  Mountnessing  and 
Stock  : A combined  scheme  to  serve  these  areas  was  submitted 
to  the  Ministry,  but  a Local  Inquiry  has  not  been  held. 

South  Hanningfield  (Ramsden  Heath)  : A scheme  mainly  to 
drain  the  council  estate  has  been  completed,  and  an  extension  to 
serve  the  populous  area  of  the  village  has  been  approved  by  the 
Ministry. 

Rettendon.  A scheme  was  submitted  to  the  Ministry,  who 
approved  a section  of  the  scheme,  which  has  been  completed. 

Roxwell.  A scheme  has  been  prepared  for  an  extension 
to  serve  the  Village  Hall  Area,  and  has  been  approved  by  the 
Ministry. 

Pleshey  : A scheme  was  submitted  to  the  Ministry.  After 
a local  inquiry  the  Ministry  approved  the  scheme,  but  has 
not  yet  given  a starting  date. 

Great  Waltham  (Ford  End)  : A scheme  has  been  approved 
by  the  Ministry,  but  a starting  date  has  not  yet  been  given. 

Great  and  Little  Leighs,  and  Woodham  Ferrers  (South)  : — 
These  schemes  are  being  considered  by  the  Council. 

Woodham  Ferrers  (North)  : A scheme  has  been  approved  by 
the  Council. 
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STREET  LIGHTING 

Chelmsford  Rural  District  Council  administer  Public  Lighting 
in  the  following  Parishes  and  Contributory  Places  : — 

Great  Baddow  (s.p.a.),  Great  Baddow  (o.s.p.a.),  Broomfield, 
Danbury  (one  lamp),  Ingatestone,  Margaretting,  Mountnessing, 
Roxwell,  Springfield,  Stock,  Little  Waltham  and  Writtle  (s.p.a.). 

Urban  Powers  have  also  been  granted  by  the  Minister  of 
Housing  and  Local  Government  to  enable  the  Council  to  admin- 
ister this  service  in  the  Parishes  of  East  Hanningfield,  Rettendon, 
and  Woodham  Ferrers. 

All  expenses  of  providing  and  maintaining  the  service  in 
these  Parishes  have  been  declared  by  the  Minister  to  be  Special 
Expenses  chargeable  upon  the  individual  Parishes  and  Contri- 
butory Places. 

Parish  Councils  who  have  adopted  the  Lighting  and  Watching 
Act,  1833,  and  administer  Public  Lighting  in  their  Parishes  are  : — 
Runwell  and  Great  Waltham. 

All  expenses  of  providing  and  maintaining  the  service  are 
chargeable  upon  the  parishes  concerned. 

In  Ingatestone  and  Frycrning,  street  lighting  is  by  gas. 
In  the  parish  of  Mountnessing  the  street  lighting  has  been  changed 
from  gas  to  electricity,  except  2 lamps  where  at  present  electric- 
ity is  not  available.  In  the  remaining  areas  street  lighting  is  by 
electricity. 

The  expenses  in  connection  with  existing  installations  are 
met  by  means  of  Special  Rates  upon  the  individual  parishes, 
with  the  exception  of  the  Improved  Main  Road  Lighting  in 
Great  Baddow  (s.p.a.),  Broomfield  and  Writtle  (s.p.a.).  In  the 
case  of  these  lamps,  the  Contributory  Place,  by  resolution  of  the 
Council,  bears  an  amount  equal  to  the  annual  maintenance  costs 
of  ordinary  type  lamps,  the  excess  annual  costs  being  met  as 
General  Expenses  payable  out  of  the  General  Rate.  A supply 
of  electricity  is  available  in  the  populous  areas  of  all  parishes. 


HOUSING 

The  Rural  District  is  within  the  area  of  the  East  Central 
Essex  Planning  Committee. 

The  Council,  under  delegated  powers,  deals  with  applications 
for  permission  to  develop.

During  the  nine  post-war  years  ending  31st  December,  1954, 
the  Council  had  completed  1453  houses  and  private  enterprise 
838  (119  by  a housing  association — 12  in  1950,  20  in  1951,  41  in 
1952  and  46  in  1953). 

In  addition,  at  the  end  of  1954,  a further  65  Council  houses 
and  232  (52  by  housing  associations)  privately  owned  houses  ■ 
were  under  construction.  This  makes  a total  of  2,311  houses 
completed  or  under  construction  during  the  nine  years  ending ; 
31st  December,  1954.

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Three  licences  to  use  land  as  sites  for  moveable  dwellings 
were  in  force  during  the  year.  The  site  at  Mill  House,  Little 
Baddow,  was  licensed  for  the  summer  months  only  for  the  period 
ending  30th  September,  1954,  the  licence  for  Hayes  Farm, 
Rettendon,  expires  on  31st  October,  1956,  and  the  one  at  the 
May-phil  Swimming  Pool,  Rettendon,  expires  in  March,  1957. 

The  conditions  attached  to  these  site  licences  have,  in  general, 
been  complied  with. 
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Swimming  Pool,  The  Chase,  Ingatestone.  The  capa- 
city of  this  open-air  swimming  pool  is  180,000  gallons  and  it  is 
fitted  with  a continuous  purification  plant.  Sanitary  accom- 
modation is  provided  for  both  sexes. 

May-Phil  Swimming  Pool,  Battlesbridge.  This  open- 
air  sea  water  swimming  pool,  with  a capacity  of  312,000  gallons, 
is  situated  about  250  yards  from  the  Chelmsford-Southend  Road 
on  the  bank  of  the  River  Crouch. 

Byelaws,  made  under  Section  233  of  the  Public  Health  Act, 
1936,  with  respect  to  swimming  pools  and  bathing  pools  came 
into  operation  on  1st  January,  1954.  These  byelaws  enable  the 
Council  to  exercise  greater  control  over  the  swimming  pools  in 
their  District.

These  Model  Byelaws  have  been  prepared  to  assist  local 
authorities  in  making  byelaws  under  Section  15  of  the  Food  and 
Drugs  Act,  1938,  for  securing  the  observance  of  sanitary  and 
cleanly  conditions  and  practices  in  connection  with  the  handling, 
wrapping  and  delivery  of  food  sold  or  intended  for  sale  for  human 
consumption,  and  in  connection  with  the  sale  of  food  or  exposure 
of  food  for  sale  in  the  open  air. 

These  Byelaws  were  adopted,  without  amendment,  by  the 
Council  on  28th  February  1950,  confirmed  by  the  Minister  of  Food 
on  19th  May,  1950,. and  came  into  operation  on  26th  June,  1950.

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PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

The  comprehensive  refuse  collection  and  disposal  scheme 
was  maintained  in  operation  throughout  the  year  though,  owing 
to  shortages  of  workmen,  dislocation  of  the  regular  schedules 
unfortunately  occurred  from  time  to  time. 

These  shortages  arise  through  absences  for  sickness  and  holi- 
days and  the  inability  to  replace  immediately  those  who  leave 
the  service.  During  the  year  fifteen  men  (out  of  a total  estab- 
lishment of  twenty-four)  left  the  service  and  nineteen  started 
work,  though  five  of  these  later  left.  It  is  little  wonder  that 
under  these  circumstances  houses  are  occasionally  missed  owing 
to  the  men’s  unfamiliarity  with  the  rounds. 

The  number  of  men  employed  as  collectors  has  remained  the 
same  for  two  or  three  years  despite  the  fact  that  the  number  of 
houses  in  the  District  has  been  steadily  increasing.  Towards  the 
end  of  the  year  the  Council  took  delivery  of  a new  Shelvoke  and 
Drewry  16/18  cubic  yard  Fore  and  Aft  Tipper,  with  a Perkins 
diesel  engine.  This  has  proved  a valuable  addition  to  the  service. 

With  the  increase  in  the  number  of  houses  there  is  also  in 
many  eases  an  increase  in  the  distances  which  refuse  has  to  be 
carried  from  the  house  to  the  vehicle  owing  to  the  modern  trend 
for  more  expansive  lay-outs  of  housing  estates.  Coalmen,  milk- 
men, and  other  tradespeople  suffer  with  us  in  this  respect.

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PETROLEUM  LICENCES  IN  FORCE  DURING  1954 

During  the  year,  162  licences  were  granted  for  the  storage 
of  petroleum  spirit,  the  total  storage  capacity  being  128,401 
gallons.  This  is  a record  number  of  licences  granted  during 
any  one  year.  No  fewer  than  117  licences  are  for  private  instal- 
lations (not  for  resale  to  the  public)  and  the  tendency  is  for  the 
farmer  and  contractor  to  have  his  own  bulk  supply  on  the  premises. 
There  are  also  45  filling  stations  in  the  District.  Two  licences 
for  the  storage  of  cellulose  were  also  granted. 


MEAT  INSPECTION 

With  the  cessation  of  meat  rationing  and  the  return  to  pri- 
vate slaughtering,  four  of  the  fourteen  pre-war  slaughterhouses 
have  been  in  regular  use  since  the  1st  July. 

All  animals  killed  are  inspected  and  the  great  importance 
of  this  work  may  be  gauged  by  the  fact  that  during  the  six  months, 
1st  July  to  31st  December,  over  eight  and  a half  tons  of  meat  were 
condemned  as  diseased,  unsound  or  unfit  for  human  consumption. 
The  wide  variety  of  diseases  and  conditions  which  led  to  these 
condemnations  is  given  on  pages  45-48. 

Although  the  number  of  slaughterhouses  in  use  is  less  than 
the  number  pre-war,  the  number  of  animals  killed  and  the  time 
taken  to  inspect  them  have  increased  considerably.  A 100  per 
cent,  meat  inspection  service  has  been  maintained  only  by  your 
Sanitary  Inspectors  working  long  hours  during  evenings,  early 
mornings,  Saturdays,  Sundays  and  at  Public  Bank  Holidays,  in 
addition  to  the  normal  working  hours.

All  condemned  meat  has  been  voluntarily  surrendered  by 
the  owners  concerned  and  has  been  disposed  of  to  Messrs.  Harri- 
son, Barber  and  Co.,  Ltd.  who  have  premises  in  the  District. 
The  meat  is  rendered  down  for  fertilisers,  fats,  glue,  etc. 


Knackers  Yard 

There  is  one  in  the  District,  in  the  parish  of  Great  Baddow. 
This  is  a modern  building  erected  during  1935.  It  is  regularly 
inspected  and  no  cause  for  complaint  has  arisen.  The  annual 
licence  which  is  now  issued  under  the  Slaughterhouses  Act,  1954, 
has  been  amended  to  permit  the  slaughter  of  horses  at  these 
premises.

The  Council  agreed  to  assist  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture, 
Fisheries  and  Food  in  certifying  the  deadweight  of  pigs  at 
slaughterhouses  and  the  four  slaughterhouses  in  use  were  regis- 
tered by  the  Ministry  as  Certifying  Centres.  Your  sanitary  in- 
spectors have  been  appointed  Certifying  Officers. 

The  work  of  certification  entails  the  marking  and  weighing 
of  pig  carcases  which  have  not  been  certified  at  liveweight  centres. 
Records  of  weights,  etc.,  are  recorded  and  copies  sent  immediately 
to  the  Ministry  and  the  producer.  Weekly  summary  sheets  and 
monthly  returns  are  also  made  to  the  Ministry.
